Heirens in Prison 
Rest of His Life 


CHICAGO, (AP) — Seventeen - 
year-old William Heirens was sen- 
tenced to imprisonment for his nat- 
ural life Thursday for the kidnap 
killing of Suzanne Degnan and the 
fatal stabbing of two women, He 


| received three consecutive life sen- 


tences. 

The sentences would keep Heirens 
in ‘prison for a minimum of 60 
years before he would be eligible 
for parole. 

State's Attorney William J. Tuohy 
made the recommendation for the 
life sentences instead. of the death 
penalty, telling the court the state 
had “very little evidence against 
Heirens” other than his confessions. 

Heirens, pale-faced, was asked by 
Chief Justice Harold G. Ward who 
passed the sentences if he had any- 
thing to say. 

With bowed head he said: “I want 
to express to the court my deepest

— The question 
whether the government will re- 
verse its decision not to pay a milk 
subsidy to producers is one which 
according to observers here has be- 
come a matter of “high policy and 
high politics.” 

“I presume the cabinet has been 
|scratching its head over the prob- 
lem,” one official of the government 
observed. 

The consensus is, the government 
will decide to pay the subsidy. 
That it would give further consid- 
eration to the matter was indicated 
}when a C.C.F. amendment asking 
|reconsideration was carried by 69 
to 41 in the dying days of the ses- 
sion. That amendment was sup- 
ported by Social Credit-ers, Pro- 
gressive Conservatives and a score 
of Liberals. 


Aside from the question of gov- 
ernment policy, which has been to 
get rid of subsidies as soon as pos- 
sible, the amount of money involv- 
}ed is not as great as was involved 
in the lifting ‘of the consumer sub- 
sidy in the spring. 

In 1945 the consumer subsidy of 
two cents per quart cost the gov- 
ernment $21,000,000. The producer 
subsidy, paid by the department of 
agriculture, amounted to only $12,- 
671,811 on fluid milk,

Byrnes, United Stateg 
secretary of state, Friday urged the early establishment of @ 
j centralized German government, rejected France's claim to the 
Rhineland and Ruhr and warned Russia that the United States 
does not consider Germany's eastern boundary fixed on the 
Oder, 

In an unprecedented speech regarded as the most 
important American foreign policy pronouncement since 
the end of the war, Mr. Byrnes outlined a broad plan for 
eventual unification of the German people under a national 
council which, he said, should be charged with drafting a 
federal constitution for Germany. 

(The prepared text of Mr. Byrnes’ address contained the 

phrase a “United States of Germany” in his recommendation 
for federal German constitution. In delivery, however, the 
secretary omitted the phrase, saying instead: “a federal cons 
stitution for Germany.”’) 
At the same time, Mr. Byrnes made plain the intention oP 
the United States to continue indefinitely her interest in 
European affairs and emphasized that ‘‘security forces Pros 
bably will have to remain in Germany for a long period.” 

“IL want no misunderstanding,” Mr. Byrnes said. “We wil 
not shirk our duty. We are not withdrawing. As long as an 
occupation force is required in Germany, the army of the United 
States will be part of that occupation force.”

LONDON. — In the opinion of 
public health experts, the present

Sanitary inspectors from towns 


| and cities throughout these islands, 


meeting at their annual conference 
in London, have been holding a 
long discussion on the cleanliness 
of milk products in the light of a 
recent typhoid epidemic at Abery- 
stwyth, North Wales, which was 
traced to a single ice cream vendor. 

The inspectors passed resolutions 
demanding that all storing and 
selling of ice cream should be 
registered, that all handlers should 
be medically examined, that ice 
cram should be properly wrapped 
or packed in containers fitted with 
covers unless sold from registered 
premises, and that purity standards 
should be set by law. These pro- 
visions, though they may be com- 
monplace in Canada, are some-

with no check whatever on quality 
of product, cleanliness of container 
or other health factors. 


The conference has also urged 
something which is general 
throughout Canada but has never 
been enforced in Britain a 
bacteriological standard for milk. 
Coupled with this, they demanded 
a full dress government inquiry 
into milk distribution methods and 
particularly into methods of trans- 
porting milk from dairy to farm. 

Sanitary inspectors here are also 
worried about the cleanliness of 
Britain’s meat and bread supplies. 
They urged abolition of a 
traditional British street scene—the 
butcher's store with front window 
completely open to the street and 
meat lying there within 
three feet of the passersby. Methods 
of transporting meat—with cuts 
lying on the floor of trucks mingled 
with dirty straw—also came under 
their condemnation. 

As for bread, a speaker at the 
conference said the present 
methods of handling bread are “so 
lacking in elementary precautions 
against contamination that one 
would have expected direct action 
by the public.”

On Atom Guards 


LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y. (AP)— 
Complete agreement by all 12 mem- 
bers of the »rientific and technicai 
committee o7 the United Nations 
atomic energy commission on a re- 
port on scientific aspects of atomic 
safeguards was reported authorita- 
tively Thursday. | 

It was said to be the first time 
since the atomic energy question 
had come before the United Nations 
commission that such unanimous 
agreement had been achieved. } 

The same 12 powers which hold 
seats un the commission are repre 
sented on the scientific committee— 
the 11 members of the security 
council plus Canada. Gen, McNaugli- 
ton is the Canadian representative 

While details of the report were 
not divulged pending its publica-| 
tion, possibly next week, it was said! 
the scientists commented on safe-| 
guaras necessary to harness atomic | 
energy but made no recommenda- | 
tions, The report was described as 
a “doctor’s diagnosis” rather than 
a prescription for atomic control. 

The report explains the processes | 
of atomic energy and tells where; 
in these processes diversion can take 
place for military purposes unless 
safeguards are applied. It does not | 
advocate any safeguards, merely | 
telling where they can be placed, it 
desired, and where they would be) 
easier or harder to apply. | 

In making up this first interna- 
tional report on atomic energy, the 
scientific and technical committee | 
held 15 informal meetings. It will) 
meet formally at the United Nations | 
headquarters for final action,

Remember how, in the war years, it 
was a dream that some day in the foggy 
future it would be a nice thing to invite the 
commander-in-chief on, the Western front 
to visit Canada? No one was sure he would 
accept the invitation, for he had the repu- 
tation of being a dour, bashful man — brave 


as a lion in the presence of his enemies but 


shy as a lamb amongst his friends, 

But it so happened that before the war 
had been long over he took the wind out of 
our sails, and here he is now on Edmonton’s 
doorstep. A sort of surprise party, with 
all the multiplied pleasure that goes with 
such jolly occasions, 

If we have regret at all it is, of course, 
that his stay among us must be brief, so 
disproportionate to the years in which we 
hoped this visit might be possible, For 
though many great world figures have 
visited our country and our city, Field Mar- | 
shal Lord Montgomery is more than a dis- | 
tinguished visitor. The Montgomery legend 
is already as real as the Wellington legend, 
or the Bonaparte legend, and will not less | 
robustly survive the centuries, 

Time of necessity must efface some of 
the names written into the history of the | 
recent war. Already some are nearly illeg- 
ible which glowed so brightly only yester- 
year. But the flaming characters which 
spell “Montgomery” will burn forever with 
Wolfe and Marlborough and — yes, Crom- 
well would make him an excellent companion. 

Therefore, Edmonton can not and does 
not underestimate the privilege of welcom- | 
ing so great and courageous a soldier, not 
in the formal manner he abhors but, as he 
would rather have it, as friend greets friend.

cern people, even in Edmonton, 
their @Wn homes would crowd the distress 
of oversea people out of mind, 

But would it be out of line with the 
general trend of things if nature should 
thus with-hold supplies? Obviously not. 
All over this continent industrial groups of 
one kind and another have been doing just 
that, and are doing it and threatening to do 
it. There has not been a time since the war 
ended when somewhere production of an 
essential commodity has not béen cut off 
as a means of forcing wage increases or 
price increases. 

When humans act in this way have we 
any right to complain if the elements take 
a hand and stop production on a wholesale 
plan, and in a way to make everyone feel 
the pinch? If scarcity is what we want, no 
person or group or nation can compete with 
nature in supplying that demand, Rain in 
harvest time could do it, just as effectively 
as drought in the growing time. 

Getting a living is none too easy for the 
average person at the best of times. The 
obviously sensible course is to settle our dis- 
putes about wages and hours and prices by 
the exercise of reason; not fight each other 
by cutting down production and making 
things tougher for everyone, This is the 
inevitable effect of closing down a produc- 
tive industry by deliberate choice. 

The world is on the verge of destitut- 
ion. Food is scarce. Clothing is scarce. 
Machinery is scarce. Materials are scarce. 
Everyone knows this. Everyone knows also 
that the only way to make these things 
more plentiful is to grow them or make 
them. But some of these things are scar- 
cer than they were in wartime. All of them 
cost more, and are therefore harder to get. 
But we are not, collectively, boosting pro- 
duction to overcome the scarcities and bring 
down the cost of living. 4 

If there is such a thing as moral res- 
ponsibility of a man for his attitude and 
conduct toward his fellows it is time that 
we gave more practical consideration to that 
matter. If we continue to hold out supplies 
which we know to be desperately needed, 
what moral right would we have to com- 
plain if nature should also hold out against 
everybody? 


The Secret Ballot 


In keeping with the recommendation 
from a parliamentary committee, the Minis- 
ter of Labor has been given authority to 
order a government-supervised vote of the 
employees involved in an industrial dispute, 
either before a strike occurs or after a 
strike has started, The idea is to find out 
whether the majority want or do not want 
to go on strike, or remain on strike, as the 
case may be 

To be really effective such a vote should 
be taken by secret ballot. No other method 
can be depended upon to give an accurate 
picture of the rank-and-file opinicn, 

Open voting in Dominion, provin- 
cial and municipal elections was long ago 
abandoned, for the reason that voters did 
not always feel free to vote as they wanted 
to, There was always the opportunity for 
an employer or a political leader to exercise 
intimidation, since he knew how each per-

| liklihood that many would vote as their 
personal friends wanted them to, rather 
| than the way their judgment directed them. 
For the same reasons, open voting on 
the question of going on strike, or of remain- 
ing on strike, docs not give a dependable 
| verdict. The secret ballot is the only sys- 
tem by which each voter can register his 
opinion without liability of feat or favor 
entering into the case. 

It is the right of a man to decide for 
himself whether he is to quit his job, or go 
back to his job, and to record his decision 
without having to proclaim it openly. More- 
| over, where a secret ballot is used, the ver- 
| dict returned by the majority carries weight 


| which no one can question, and is there- 
| fore more likely to gain public support than 


| where there is room to doubt whether the 
result of a vote accurately reflects the per- 
| sonal opinions of the voters. 
To give up one’s job is a serious mat- 
To continue on strike is an equally 
serious question at times. These are 
things which the individual should decide 
for himself, and he has a right to know that 
no person will be able to penalize him or be 
resentful toward him for making and regis- 
tering his decision, This right he does not 
possess unless he is allowed to mark a ballot 
in secret. 


For Peace 
A quaint and perhaps useful plan to foster 


|} amicable relations between different coun- 


tries is announced by the British ministry 
of education, which is arranging to promote 
an exchange of correspondence between 
children of English schools and children of 
Belgian schools. 
Schools of similar 


ground will be paired with a view to the 
eventual interchange of pupils and holiday 
visits. 

A similar scheme as between France and 
Britain was commenced last November and 
seems to have been attended with some 
success. Fifteen thousand children in Eng- 
ish schools are now corresponding with a 
similar number of French children and 250 
schools in Britain have been directly linked 
with schools in France.

THE GOVERNMENT much 
embarrassed by these criticisms, 
particularly those which come from 
ine left and accuse them of an il- 
liberal outlook, Now, when the har- 
vest is being gathered, the 212,000 
German farm laborers are doing 
work in which they can not be re- 
placed, Among the service men and 
women still retained in the armed 
forces, there are thousands of ag- 
riculiural workers, but these can 
not be released without mutilat- 
ing the whole demobilization 
scoeme and at the same time 
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greatly weakening Britain's armed 
forces, upon which there are still 
many great calls. Undoubtedly, 
this is one of the many cases where 
Britain's government “planners” 
would rather have no plan except 
fo drift along and see what hap- 
pens, 

German prisoners working in 
British agriculture receive only 
sixpence a day. But lest the Brit- 
ish farm worker feel 
scales are being depressed by this 
“slave labor,” the farmer is re- 
quired to pay four pounds a week 
to the Government for each pris- 
oner employed. Thus, the govern- 
ment is making a pretty penny out 


of the prisoners. This is one of 
the facts in a situation which is

Many Englishmen are asking 
why these German prisoners do not 
go back and grow food in their 
own country where they would no 
doubt work even harder than they 
do here and thereby reduce the 
drain on British resources, Though 
the prisoners are well housed, well 
fed and well clothed, there is no 
doubt that they have a deep-seated 
nostalgia for Germany. Thouga 
they know that life would be in 
comparably harder at home than it 
is in Britain, an over-whelming 
majority would like to return forth- 
with, 

So far, the only indication of 
policy {vom the British governmeat 
is an admission that, beginning in 
September, 2,000 per month will 
be repatriated, In view, aowever of 
the curren, agitation, it is safe to 
guess that, once the harvest is 
gathered, this rate will have to 
be sharply accelerated.

“We, in our generation, have recently been witnessing a world 
revolution.” the Rey, Angus MacQueen told members of the Rotary 
club at their luncheon meeting in the Macdonald hotel Thursday.
